As harvest-time approaches and 
the prospect of harvesting the best 
crop in years draws nearer to re¬ 
alization, the problem of grain 
storage this tall appears to be 
serious. * ' ’' 

In the immediate V ulcan dist¬ 
rict there is an estimated 90,000 
acres in wheat and 20,000 acres in 
coarse grains, with yields on all 
grains expected to be ■well above 
average. Present delivery quotas 
are 5 bushels .per seeded acre tor 
wheat and 1 bushels per seeded 
acre for coarse grains. This means 
that in order to handle this first 
quota alone local elevators should 
have room for over 500,000 bushels 
of grain. 

That they are far short of the 
required space is shown by the 
survey conducted by the Advocate

Wheat Storage 

The problem of wheat storage which appears to 
be facing local farmers this year is not a new problem. 
We are told that in 1941 and 1942, both good crop 
years, a similar problem arose and farmers were hard- 
pressed to find storage space on their farms for wheat 
the elevators were unable to handle 

Although the storage problem cannot be lightly 
dismissed, the big question in farmers’ minds at pre¬ 
sent is whether or not this year’s harvest will pro¬ 
duce good, hard, dry wheat. Last year’s unhapp3 ex¬ 
perience of trying to handle tough and damp grain is 
not an experience that anyone woud care to repeat. In 
normal years the Vulcan area produces top quality 
wheat, grading No. 1 and No. 2 Northern, and this is 
the kind of wheat we want this year. Not only is stor¬ 
age of this wheat much easier it is the kind of wheat 
Canada wants for her export market and the govern¬ 
ment will be much more anxious to get it to the term¬ 
inals. 

Right now it looks like a good crop of the right 
kind of wheat may be harvested, but everything de¬ 
pends upon the weather. Good, dry weather for the 
next six weeks will produce good, dry wheat and we 
somehow think that the storage problem won’t look 
quite so rough as it does at the present time.

NOTICE 


Announcement by the provincial government that 
new approval and safety stickers will be needed for all 
motor vehicles operating in Alberta after July 1, is 
another red herring drawn across the pat h of highway 
safety in the province. 

For the first time last year, the motor vehicle 
branch made it obligatory for all vehicles in Alberta 
to be tested for safety. The test includes a check on 
brakes, lights, steering windshield wipers andUfcrns, 
and is meant to ensure that all provincial vehicles are 
safe for driving on Alberta roads. *-* 

As far as it goes, this is a step in the right direc¬ 
tion toward ensuring safety on our highways. 

But the most important point—the fitness of the 
driver to be at the wheel of a motor vehicle in thi 3 
province—is ignored completely. 

Results of a very high percentage of the accidents 
in Alberta are due to human error, human negligence, 
or human ignorance. 

Less than 5 per cent of the accidents which oc¬ 
cur daily, are the result of mechanical failure. 

Why, then, should the motor vehicle branch so 
proudly announce tests on mechanical safety, when 
they continue to ignore similar tests on applicants for 
drivers’ licenses? 

Public clamor is rising, and rising steadily, for 
more safety on our highways. Any one, though, can 
receive a drivers’ license. A man could be deaf, partial¬ 
ly blind, and too crippled to drive, but could still re¬ 
ceive a drivel's’ license by incorrectly answering any 
of the half dozen questions asked before a drivers’ lic¬ 
ense is issued. 

A drivers’ license should be issued to adults who 
can drive. If a person does not know the rules of the 
road; if'a person is incapable of driving a car safely; 
they should not have a driver’s license. 

It is as simple as that. 

When the motor vehicle branch of this province 
institutes tests for drivers’ licenses in Alberta, then 
they will be starting to work for safety-first on the 
highways. Right now, they’re barely skirting the 
fringe, with their Safety stickers.

Take All Root Rot Found 
In Wheat Fields 

The root-rot known as take-all 
has been found in wheat fields of 
the Vulcan, Chafnpion, Granum 
and Stavely districts. A few plants 
infected with take-all may be ob¬ 
served in almost any field of 
wheat In southern Alberta this 
year. However, take-all is not us¬ 
ually a serious disease. This year, 
several heavy infestations have 
been observed, the damage run¬ 
ning from 10 to 50 per cent. This 
would tend to point out that take 
all is something to be considered 
when planning our farming oper¬ 
ations. L - 

Take-all is principally a disease 
of wheat, and is of chief import¬ 
ance in the park or semi-wooded 
areas of the Prairie Provinces. In 
this country it rarely attacks bar¬ 
ley and rye and has not been 
found attacking oats. 

Description: This disease is de- 
•finitely of fungous origin. It is 
most prominent when the plants 
are from 8 to 10 inches high. Take 
all is characterized by a yellow¬ 
ing of the leaves. Affected plants 
are stunted, develop few tillers, 
and ripen prematurely. The heads 
when formed, are severely bleach¬ 
ed (white-heads), and contain on¬ 
ly a few, if any kernels. There is 
always a distinct blackening and 
rotting of the roots, crowns and 
stem bases, and the plants are ea¬ 
sily pulled from the soil. On new 
land, tihe disease appears in rath¬ 
er large patches; while on older 
land, affected plants may be scat¬ 


tered throughout the field. The 
fungus responsible for take-all is 
not carried by the seed, but lives 
over winter in cereal stubble and 
in the roots of cultivated and 
wild grasses. 

Control: Take-all may be effec¬ 
tively controlled by crop rotation. 
All of the fields where I have ob¬ 
served economic infestations of 
takeall occured on stubbled In 
crops, where wheat followed 
wheat To control and reduce the 
fungus In these fields, a rotation 
involving summerf&llow, followed 
by a crop of oats should be used. 
The occurence of take-all also 
points out the adviseability of 
using a recommended seed treat¬ 
ment, a seed treatment that is re¬ 
commended for the control of soil 
borne organisms as well as the 
smut spores which are borne on 
the seed. The controls and practic¬ 
es mentioned are not entities unto 
themselves but should be part and 
parcel of every farm program or 
plan. The very fact that take-all 
Is a factor to be dealt with by the 
grain farmer tends to stress the 
Importance of a good sound farm 
plan formulated after due consid¬ 
eration has been given to the ha¬ 
zards which may effect the fin¬ 
ancial success of the farm busin¬ 
ess, also the contentment, happi¬ 
ness and contributions which the 
farm family may make to further 
the welfare of the community.
